Premier Briand's message said:

of the various people of the world, 
you are certain of being on common 
ground with the countries who. in the 
present, conflict are 
giving

Viscount Grey's message said: 
I 
think public utterances must have al- 
ready made it clear that I sincerely 
desire to see a league of nations 
formed and made effective to secure 
future peace of the world after this 
war is over. I regard this as the best, 
if not the only, prospect of preserving 
treaties and of saving the world from 
aegressive wars in years to come-. 
Sent Speech Quotations. 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
sent as his message extracts • from a 
speech he delivered Nov. 9, before the 
committee on ways and means of the 
German reichstag, which follows: 
"We never concealed pur doubts 
with regard to the question whether 
peace could be permanently guaran- 
teed by such international organiza- 
tions as arbitration courts. 
I shall, 
however, at this place, not 
discuss 
theoretical aspects of the problem, 
but we must now and at the time of 
the conclusion of peace from the 
point of view of facts define our posi- 
tion with regard to this question. 
When at, and after the end of the war, 
the world will become fully conscious 
of its horrifying destruction of life 
and property, Uien through the whole 
of mankind w.ill Ting a cry for peace- 
ful arrangements and understandings 
which, as far as lies in human power, 
shall avoid the return of such a mon- 
strous catastrophe. This cry will be 
so powerful and so justified that it 
must lead to some result. Germany 
will honestly co-operate in the exami- 
nation of every endeavor to nnd a 
practical solution of the question, and 
will collaborate to make its realiza- 
tion possible."

houses, their families poorly clad, and 
their children denied the 
opportuni- 
ties they desire them to have, and 
they are tired of tie whole situation. 
It is unfortunate that the toll falls 
so heavily here, but it is true, and 
no one realizes it more keenly than 
these man and their families. 
Now, 
they are looking forward to the day 
of deliverance. 
They are eager for 
the time to come when there will be 
no saloons and it 
cannot come too 
soon to please them. 
,, 
We believe this sentiment prevails 
quite generall-y among laboring peo- 
ple. It is illustrated by a letter from 
a correspondent who recently travel- 
ed through Ontonagon county in the 
upper peninsula of Michigan. Onton- 
agon, the county seat, is a town of 
about 2,500 inhabitants, with a lot of 
saloons and known as a great town 
for booie and booze fighters, and yet 
it went dry two to one.

consin, with the result that this vil- 
lage of 652 population will pay an av- 
erage income tax for the year 1916 of 
$104.85 for each man, woman and 
child. The total tax pay for the year 
1916. is ,.68,358.02, according to 
the 
announcement of I. M. Stauffacher, in- 
come assessor for the fifth district of 
Wisconsin, 
embracing Greene and 
Lafayette counties. 
The immense 
income tax which 
will be paid by this village is a re- 
sult, of general activity In the mining 
industry and the high prices for lead 
and zinc resulting from, the European 
war. New Diggings and. White Oak 
Springs are other mining sections in 
Lafayette county in which large in- 
come taxes will be paid, the former 
paying a total of $7.815.20, and 
the 
latter $21,654.05. All three of 
the 
above named sections are but half 
townships. 
Under the income tax- law 70 per 
cent of the tax collected reverts 
to 
the town, 20 per cent to'the county 
and the remaining 10 per 
cent 
10 
the state, so that in the case of Ben- 
ton the town will receive more than 
sufficient taxes, it is estimatd, to 
meet the needs of the town for three 
years, and it. will be possible to avoid 
assessing other taxes. The total in-

Ththe facts are -laKen from a (gov- 
ernment bulletin on mineral waters in 
191S, issued by the United States geo- 
logical survey, received from Washing- 
ton, this week. 


Though the quantity of mineral wa- 
ters bottled and sold in .Wisconsin was 
6 percent less than that bottle ana 
sold in 1914, its value was 79* percent 
greater because of a general rise in 
the price of several waters. The aver- 
age "price per gallon was double that 
in 1914. Where the price in 1914 wns 
11 cents, in 1915 it was 22 cents. 
The 
latter jear there were 36 commercial 
springs in operation—one more than in 
. 1914. The quantity sold was 4,861,734 
„,,. f,-, 
gallons, of the value of $1,051.405, as 
m> lei- agajn.,1 5,i45,4K2 gallons in 1914 of the 
value of $58S,-373. About 800,000 gal- 
lons of mineral water also was used 
in the manufacture of soft drinks. 
The state of New York led in num- 
ber of commercial springs and in quan- 
tity of mineral water sold, and was 
second to Wisconsin in total value of 
production and in value of table wa- 
ters. The value of medicinal waters 
produced in Wisconsin, last year was 
fSl.S'JS, and' of tahie waters 3970.010, 
or a total as-stated of $1,051,405. Wis- 
consin was the only state whose total 
production was valued at more than 
$1 000.000. The total value of the our- 
put exceeaecl $500,000 only in Wiscon- 
sin, New York and 
California, and 
these three states produced 31 percent 
of the total quantity and 45 percent of 


waters marketed in 1915. 
. 
In the United States last year 812 
commercial springs were operate*!; 
the quantity/ of mineral waters sola 
aggregated 52,115,503 gallons, valued 
at $E,X38,794, at an average price of 
ten cents per gallon. The .statistics of 
production in the United States., dur- 
ing the last five years Indicate a grad- 
ual decline in Quantity sold since 1911' 
Wisconsin, however, last year enjoyed 
an increase of $463,032 over 1914_ln the 
value of its- product sold. This Is 
equivalent to a gain, of 79 percent. 
In this state, two reaorts accommo- 
dating about 1,BOO guests, and one min- 
eral water bathing establishment^were 
operated at springs last year. One 
sprins temporarily idle in 1914 was 
productive fn 1915. 
The 36 springs re- 
porting production were located In the 
following places: Green,Bay, Wauke- 
sha, Oconfo, Ashland, Osceola,

matter may be brought up at .the di- 
rector's meeting on Monday. 
Joint action by the legislature of 
Illinois and Wisconsin, will be neces- 
sary if Uie'plan is carried out. Efforts 
will be .-nade to have the matter taken 
up both at Madison and 
Springfield 
during the coming winter; Preliminary 
to the introduction of bills in the leg- 
islatures, it as proposed to secure pe- 
titions signed by from ten to fifteen 
thousand 
taxpayers 
along the state 
line favoring the project for a paved 
highway. 
The matter of cost of construction, 
it is estimated by the friends of the 
project, will 
not 
be excessive.. It 
might be divided up as follows, cover- 
ing' a three year, period: 'each state to 
pay- one-quarter of the' expense, the 
counties bordering the state line one- 
quarter, and the townships bordering 
the line on either iside one-eighth. It 
is estimated 'that 
the . expense for 
building a stretch of 150 miles would 
amount to $1,050,000. 
' 
"At the present time the state line 
road »s without exception the worst 
road in the state." declared Ur. Ander- 
son.'- "We have been pulling automo- 
biles out of the mud all last week. It 
should be a paved highway,, and if it 
was'it would take care of an immense 
amount of traffic going east and west. 
It would be a short route to Chicago, 
as it would connect with the Lake 
Shore Drive at Kenosha. It would be 
an appropriate work for the two states 
to undertake." 
The scheme for a system of paved 
roads as'marking state boundary lines 
would be worked out in the future, ac- 
cording to Mr. Anderson, especially 
where such roads could be used as 
main highways. It is the intention to 
have the petitions placed in circula- 
tion as soon as possible in order that 
the public demand for the project may 
be demonstrated to the state legisla- 


Mr. Anderson has already taken up 
the proposal with officials at Madison, 
including the, state highway engineer. 
He believes that they will, take a. fa- 
vorable attitude on the proposition. It 
is the plan to place the matter before 
the legislatures simultaneously and at 
the coming sessions it possible.-

known. A dry climate is seldom less 
than 30 per cent humid.

we think of a tropical 
atmosphere, 
and of pneumonia and the other re

can tome. Too warm, too dry. Too 
bad.Excessive dryness of the air in our

Washington, D. C., Nov. .25.— "The 
great bulk of Rumania's population 
belongs to the peasant class, for there 
are comparatively few cities and most 
of them are small," says a bulletin of 
the National Geographic Society on 
Rumanian folk-lore and customs, which 
gives an intimate insight Into the 
home life of the nation that so recent- 
ly aligned Itself -with the entente allies 
in the great European struggle. The 
bulletin, which is based on a communi- 
cation to the society by John Oliver 
LaOorce, says: 
"Many of these peasants live on the 
great estates, where their forebears 
for generations have farmed for the- 
absentee landlords.

"The evil of race suicide has never 
invaded rural Rumania. It is regard- 
ed as worthy of honor to be the head 
of a large family. As in all lands 
where many of the people are more or 
less illiterate, there is a. high death 
rate, though the fact that the bottle- 
fed baby IB almost unknown In peas- 
ant 'Rumania tends to overcome the 
high infant mortality that -would other- 
wise result. 
. 
- 
"The "average Rumanian peasant is 
not given to the kind of thrift that 
leads him often to the savings bank. 
The patrimony of his sons and daugh- 
ters is more often good will, good 
health, and an honest mind than it is 
land or money,, or houses. So nar- 
row is the margin upon which a young 
couple starts out in life that it has 
come to 'be a. proverb among them, 
'Married today awi out at the elbows 
tomorrow.' For children come apace, 
and the prices of the things the peas- 
ant has to sell are even lower than 
the prices of those he has to buy, and 
not until his own .labors are supple- 
mented 
by 
those% of his sons: and. 
daughters has he much chance to pre- 
pare for even the shortest of rainy 
days. 
"When a young Rumanian peasant 
lad's thoughts turn to love ,and his 
mind begins to incline toward mar- 
riage, he goes to his mother rather 
than to his sweetheart with his tale. 
The mother acts as an ambassador to 
the father, and if he can' be induced 
to look with favor upon the lovers 
choice, Tie calls in two of his best 
friends in. the village.. tells them of 
his son's dreams, and asks them to 
accompany the said son to the house 
of the object of love's young dreams. 
Mayhap the girl herself has not re-' 


ceived from the youth a single hint of 
his love, but even .so, as he and his 
spokesmen approach the house she 
suspects the object of his visit and 
peeps through any crack or cranny 
that is convenient. 
"If it happens to be winter, the 
father of the girl invites the company 
in and, surmising their mission, gives 
some hint .as to his attitude by the 
way he 'looks after the fire. If he 
keeps it burning brightly they know- 
that he is favorable. If he lets it die 
down a little,, they understand that he 
is .onlv of an open mind on -the sub- 
ject. "But if he lets" it go out entirely, 
there is no use arguing the Question. 
"The Rumanian peasant is much 
given to superstition, and he has a 
sign for everything. 
If shingles are 
not nailed on a roof in the proper 
sign, they will turn up at the ends; 
If potatoes are not 
planted in the 
proper sign, they will grow pn top of 
the. soil .and be a failure; if you have 
money in your pocket when you see 
the new'moon. you will not 'go broke, 
at least' not until another new moon 
has come. On the othef hand, it is 
held to be dangerous to announce to 
those in the house that the new moon 
has appeared, for in that case all the 
pots and pans in.the kitchen will be 
broken 
before the 
waning moon 
passes. 
"When a peasant child is christened 
all of those present assume the rela- 
tion, of god-parents, and it is a super- 
stition that there must be no inter- 
marriages between' god-fathers and 
god-mothers. The result is that chris- 
tenings are not widels' attended, and 
those with 
matrimonial ambitions 
eschew them entirely. 
"The utmost care-is taken by some 
to prevent >a child from seeing its 
image in a mirror before it is three 
years old, for if it does it will become

AGREE TO WITH DRAW 


PERSHING'S' FORCES 


FROiVl MEXICAN SOIL 


Protocol Signed at Atlantic City Pro- 


^ides for Separate Border Pa- 


" trols by Each Nation. 


[SI'ECtAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Atlantic City, N. J., Nov. 25.— A pro- 
tocol pioviding for the withdrawal of 
American troops in Mexico, and for the 
patrol -of the, border, has been signed 
by the members of the Mexican-Amer- 
icaii joint commission. 
Thp proctocol provides f°r tne with- 
drawal of the American troops coin- 
m'andeti by General Pershing within 
forty days of the date of its final ap- 
proval. unless by that time the conoi- 
tions in northern Mexico have become 
such that the American border is en- 
dangered, 
• 
To Patrol Own Side. 
Thi1 control of the border has been 


left to the respective armies or the 
two governments, each to patrol its 
own side. 
The question of co-opera- 


tion o-i the border is left to the com- 
manding officers of the two armies on 
the border. 


Incorporated in the written agree- 
ment was the admonition to the Mexi- 
cans iliat this government would re- 
serve the right to pursue across the 
border into Mexico any bandit force 
that crossed the international line into 


f prlttls ratified by tbe two

°-ene again on Dec. 8 to resume discus- 
sion of other 
questions, especially 
those related to the protection of the 
life and property of Americans and

' After the protocol was signed, Secre- 
tary Lane issued a statement defining 
to a certain extent the policy ot the 
United States toward Mexico.

When the policeman on 
beat passes ont of sight he slinks 
down the quiet arenue and takes up 
a position in front of a Jewelry store 
with an expensive and elaborate win- 
dow display,. Reposing in the right- 
hand corner! ot the window Is a tray of 
diamonds.

Choosing a section of the window 


where 'the glass will make the least 
noise Jn falling, the thief draws back 
nil right arm and the brick craahea 
through the window. 
With lightning 


agUttr he thrusts his hand through the 
broken pane, and then, startled and 
utterly dismayed, as «nlckly w!th- 
draws It Had he not done so a bni> 
g'lar curtain of steel, released from 
the top ot the window at the Instant 
of contact of brick with glasa, would 
ha,ye severed bis arms at the wrist, 
Popular Science Hagaxlne stataa. 


In other words, he was thwarted In 


bis attempt to steal by a burglar cur- 
tain designed to drop and cover the 
window the Instant the glass Is bro- 
ten. In making his mperflclal exami- 
nation he bad failed to detect the 
minute strands of wire Btretched 
across the window, several of which 
were severed when the glass was 
broken, setting Into action a mecha- 
nism which released the curtain. 


The wires, stretched tight and an- 


chored at their lower end to a rigid 
frame and at thetr upper end to a 
latch, are arranged close enough so 
that an object thrown through the 
pane will sever one or more of them. 
When this occurs the latch IB drawn 
downward, permitting the retaining 
rods to move in under forced pressure 
of their tension springs, which re- 
leases a ratchet engaging with a shaft 
round which the curtain is wound. The 
curtain falls due to gravity- A simple 
safety appliance prevents the curtnln 
from accidentally falling when the 
window Is being cleaned It is wound 
up on the shaft in a "s«t" position by 
means of a sprocket wheel.

when firing,, the kind of. scoop to use, 
the way to scatter coal on. a fire, and 
numerous other labor-saving schemes. 
Construction ol boilers, grates, draft, 
gauges ancl the like is also explained 
by illustrations.
